Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The applicant wanted to know if the issues with 112 has been solved 
with a newly drafted version of the claims. The Examiner replied that the amendments raised more problems and 
questions than the original version. More specifically, the Examiner told the applicant that as the claim is drafted right 
now, it is hard to understand what the invention is, there are too many objects in the claims that are brought out without 
mentioning how they are all connected and related to one another. The Examiner suggested that perhaps the 
applicants should start out with a system claim, and describe how all modules in the system are related, what their 
inputs and outputs are, so that at least a system diagram can be clearly drawn out based on the claims, thus making it 
clearer to understand.
